Timely Advance 

'TTiE BIG NUCLEAR test blast that took place last 
1 week at a Nevada testing site was a reminder 
that both the United States and the Soviet Union 
are still, quietly for the most part, seeking to im¬ 
prove their nuclear weapons by underground experi¬ 
mentation of this kind. This was the 34th "weapons 
related” explosion by the United States in 19o6, but 
most of the others have gone almost unnoticed, the 
latest earning exceptional publicity by its size. 

Why the thermonuclear arms that both the great 
powers have now in their arsenals should need to be 
made yet more effective is something of a mystery 
to the ordinary observer; both sides claim already to 
have hell on a leash. But the rivalry continues in the 
subterranean testing, which was not included in the 
partial test ban treaty of 1963. 

It can be taken as a most encouraging sign, 
however, that on the very next day after the large 
Nevada explosion, American defence department of¬ 
ficials announced that the United States had vastly 
increased its ability to* detect, identify and locate 
underground blasts inside Russia. This was taken by 
"highly placed sources" as an indication that the 
United States might soon be ready to modify its de¬ 
mand for on-site inspection as a condition of an under¬ 
ground test ban. The Soviet Union has long main¬ 
tained that inspections are not necessary: that detec¬ 
tion technology is sufficiently advanced to tell the dif¬ 
ference betweeri nuclear blasts and natural earth¬ 
quakes. The United States has as insistently taken 
the opposite view. 

The breakthrough—so it is described—by the 
United States at this time thus seems of promising 
significance, and it comes at a time also when it 
could have important ramifications. 

Agreeing on a total test ban could be a step 
toward the non-proliferation treaty that also would, 
temporarily at least, give the world a new measure 
of security. And also even the slightest softening of 
the American attitude on inspections may have an 
influence in Moscow on the outcome of U.S. efforts 
to persuade Russia not to continue with the installa¬ 
tion of an anti-missile system which the United States 
might feel impelled to match, in a new form of arms 
race.

Self Help Needed 

r pHE TWO MOST generous nations In the world— 

1 the United States and Great Britain—are appar¬ 
ently readying themselves for a thorough reappraisal 
of their present foreign aid programs. In recent 
weeks both governments have had considerable do¬ 
mestic criticism levelled at them on the grounds that 
they are giving away too much. 

For instance, in England last week, Mr. Francis 
Noel-Baker, Labor MP for Swindon, told his constit¬ 
uents that a good many of the new nations in the 
Commonwealth "were becoming a millstone round 
Britain’s neck.” 

"Some of them," he said, "stay in the Common¬ 
wealth to sponge on Britain while they insult us.” 

A few days later Washington had its say in the 
matter. Agriculture Secretary Orville Freeman an¬ 
nounced that the United States would in future adopt 
a "get tough” atitude toward food shipments to 
needy nations. He pointed out that in the part 18 
months America has shipped $1 billion worth of food 
to India alone, giving some of it outright and taking 
payment for the rest in Indian rupees which have 
very limited value. 

Though he criticized other “have” nations for 
not contributing more, his main concern was based 
on the belief that India seemed to be doing little or 
nothing to help itself. 

Though the Christmas season may appear to be 
a most inappropriate time to consider means of hold¬ 
ing back future gifts to less fortunate nations a modi¬ 
cum of sympathy can be extended to both Britain 
and the United States. 

For years these two nations have been support¬ 
ing a dozen others through gifts of money, food, 
schools, hospitals, technicians and machinery. So 
great has been their help in certain areas that the 
beneficiaries have shown small inclination to exert any 
effort to help solve their own problems. 

Yet, In return, both Britain and the United 
States have received from them criticism, insults, 
and abuse. 

Though it may be as admirable to turn the other 
cheek as it is blessed to give. It is also written that 
God helps those who help themselves. 

Veto From Quebec 

r "pHE FEDERAL government's plan to make Sir 
I John A. Macdonald's birthday, January 1J., a 
legal holiday for Canadian students has run afoul of 
Quebec objections. 

Mr. Marcel Masse, a minister without portfolio 
attached to the Quebec department of education, has 
dug up allegedly formidable obstacles. 

If, he said, the federal cabinet approved this holi¬ 
day in the centennial year, in honor of one of the 
Fathers of Confederation and first prime minister of 
the federated dominion, the province of Quebec would 
consider this an intolerable piece of interference in its 
exclusive jurisdiction over education. 

Such a presumptuous decision, it appears, would 
go “directly against the spirit and the letter of the 
1867 pact of Confederation.” 

Besides, the school calendar has already been 
prepared in Quebec and it would be impossible to 
modify it on such short notice, said Mr. Masse. 

While there can be no doubt that under law 
Quebec has full jurisdiction in matters of education, it 
would have been a courteous gesture for the govern¬ 
ment of that province to have gone along with the 
federal suggestion even though Sir John was not a 
Frenchman. It is surely puerile to contend that it 
would be beyond the powers of the provincial govern¬ 
ment to make so simple a change In its school calen¬ 
dar as the declaration of a holiday would Involve. 

Such feeble excuses will be interpreted outside 
Quebec as still further evidence of the incompatibility 
of the Quebec government under Premier Daniel John¬ 
son with the present Confederation and a symptom 
of the published policy of separatism advocated by 
Ihe Union Nationale. 

However, this should not deter the federal gov¬ 
ernment from declaring a holiday on January 11 for 
the rest of the country who hold Canada's first prime 
minister in some esteem, not because of his origin 
or politics, but for his courage, foresight and talent 
In building the foundation of the nation.

Experts Examine Island Relics 


Relics of the Spaniards* 
stay at Friendly Cove — plus 
clues to older Inhabitants— are 
being examined in Ottawa by 
archaeologists of the Cana¬ 
dian Historic Sites Division. 
* * * 

Etched glass, pottery shards 
and fragments of an olive jar 
were among the finds on tiny 
San Miguel Island off'Friend¬ 


ly Cove, which Is ^ia Nootka 
Island. 165 miles northwest 
of Victoria. 

Discovered In 1774, by Juan 
Perez, a California Spaniard, 
the spot was occupied by Eng¬ 
lish fur traders in 1788 and 
seized by the Spaniards the 
following year. 

Spain maintained a garri¬ 
son at Friendly Oovt until 


1795, when the fort was dis¬ 
mantled after the northwest 
coast was ceded to Great 

Britain. 

Visible evidence of the tort 
has long since been obliter¬ 
ated.

While excavating the site, 
the archaeologists also recov¬ 
ered bone and stone Imple¬ 


ments u&ed for fishing and 
hunting. 

They recorded one Indian 
song describing the Spanish 
occupation. 

Willard Ireland, provincial 
archivist, said Tuesday he 
hopes some of the relics will 
be turned over to the Provin¬ 
cial Museum.

I think we slip into this eiTur m the 
mistaken belief that plants enjoy the 
same living conditions as human beings. 
We like to eat three times a day and if 
we miss a meal we are Irnngry. We 
drink even oftener. We are Uncomfort¬ 
ably chilly if the temperature in the 
room drops much below TO degrees. 

Dry air doesn't bother us — in to*l. 
If we could afford it, we would spend 
the worst of the winter months at an 
Arizona desert resort. These conditions 
suit us, so why shouldn't they suit our 
plants? The flaw in this unconscious 
reasoning attributing human likes 
and dislikes to our plants should be 
obvious. We are warm-Wooded mam¬ 
mals; our plants are not, 


nuxlein huusepianls of" commerce are 
chosen for their freedom from fussiness 
for their ability to survive under les-- 
than-ideal conditions. Because of this 
tolerance, they will live and bloom in 
what, to them, is a stuffy, overheated 
room. Always remember they will enjoy 
lietter health and remain in bloom 
longer if you can give them cooler, 
nioister air.

My florist friends around town tell 
me that this was just about the busiest 
Christmas season they have ever 
experienced, and the demand for 
flowering houseplants in particular has 
been unprecedented. This pleases me no 
end for, as I have mentioned before, 
such a gift is a particularly happy 
choice when the recipient is a shut-in, 
but in almost any household a healthy 
houseplant can become an accepted 
member of the family, along with the 
cat. the dog and the budgig. 

Gift plants seem to suffer an 
unusually high mortality, probably 
because they are so often presented to 
folks who haven't the foggiest idea how 
to look ofter them. TO* bothers me a 
bit, for I cannot bear to see or hear of 
plarts going steadily downhill as a 
result of improper care. 

* * * 

For this reason, it has become my 
custom to devote a series of columns In 
Ihe post-CTiristma* period to the care of 
gift houseplant*. 

Strangely enough, the failures with 
gift houseplants are seldom due to 
neglect, even in the homes of the most 
scatterbrained ami forgetful folks. On 
the contrary, the new owner, enthralled 
by the lovely gift, tends to overwhelm 
the poor thing with misplaced kindness 
— too much warmth and coddling, too 
frequent watering, too many plant pills. 
Make no mistake about — a plant will 
stand up much better under a little

For instance, you can find a home 
for your plant well removed fiom the 
sizzling heat of a steam radiator or the 
sirocco-like blast for a hot-air register. 
You can see they get plenty of light and 
plenty of fresh air. ventilating whenever 
the weather jiermits, and if the air in 
your home is very dry, you can freshen 
up the leaves ami buds daily or oftener 
by spraying them with a fine mist of 
plain water. 

Next to too much warmth and too- 
dry air, 1 would say the most common 
cause of failure is overwvatering. Far 
more plants die of drowning in soggy, 
airless soil than ever expire through 
drought. For the novice, the best plan is 
to test the soil surface with your 
fingertips and give water only when it 
feels dry to the touch. 

During the next few days I will give 
specific year-round instructions for the 
care of some common gift plants — the 
azalea, cyclamen, poinsettia, Jerusalem 
cherry and. If column space permits, 
the houseplant chrysanthemum and the 
tropical foliage plants. 


Actually, the Ideal temuerafir** for 
most of our common houseplants is 
much lower than the “comfort zone'* 
for humans. As an example, the lovely 
cyclamen, so poiailar In the Christmas 
trade, is grown commercially in a 
greenhouse held at 55 degrees, and even 
this cool temperature is reduced 
sharply to around 45 degrees when the 
plants come into bloom, for at this level 
growth slows down, flower* remain 
fresh and the plants continue to bloom 
for a very long time. 

I realize you can't be expected to tit 
around bundled up in sweaters and 
parka* just to provide ideal condition* 
for your plant*, and fortunately, our

HONG KONG (LAT) — Pre¬ 
vious restraints on the scope 
and virulence of China's great 
purge wore ordered removed 
Tueaday—end nearly mtal tur¬ 
moil was proclaimed. 


The Chinese 'hconomy, pre¬ 
viously out of bounds to the 
power struggle.

district, even if they have 
to raise taxes a mill or so. 

The secretary of the Cowichan 
Bay volunteer Are society, Mrs. 
Brian McKinlay, says not enough 
money could be raised by can¬ 
vassing for donations. 

"If everybody paid their share 
it would have been a few years 
before It would have come to 
this," said Mrs, McKinlay. 

SOME OBJECTIONS 

"We attempted to keep the 
mill rate as low as possible so 
we wouldn't meet any objec¬ 
tions.” 

She said there have been some 
objections—not to the society's 
intentions— but to the manner 
in wtnoh the municipal affairs 
department is conducting the 
matter. 

CANT SURVIVE 

She added there are some who 
felt it should be put to a vote 
but she felt people should realize 
putting in a fire protection dis¬ 
trict will reduce fire insurance 
rates by at least 15 per cent 

Fire Chief Gordon Price said, 
"Unless we get something we 
won’t be able to survive. It (the 


department) costs about $1.2001 
to run without doing anything 
to bring it up to B.C. specifica¬ 
tions.

I The society has outlined a 
five-year budget Her 54,514 which 
includes operating costs, work¬ 
men's compensation, mainten¬ 
ance, new equipment and a re¬ 
serve fund for a new truck.
